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ABSTRACT 

Prepared by the Civil Rights Program Evaluation 
Staff of the U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA), this statistical 
report contains data supplied by 9 USDA agencies handling 23 USDA 
programs serving whites, Negroes, Spanish Americans, American 
Indians, and Oriental Americans in such areas as agricultural 
stabilization, employment, loans, and nutrition services. The purpose 
and procedures of this evaluation are specified and are followed by 
descriptions and data tabulations for each program (data were not 
available for 6 programs) . Nine figures and 42 tables show 3 types of 
data: breakdown by ethnic group of program participation; evaluation 
of this breakdown in relation to the number per ethnic group eligible 
to participate; and percentage change in number per ethnic group 
participating over specified periods. A summary description is given 
of how eligible populations were determined. (BO) 
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Preface 



In the Secretary’s Memorandum No. 1662, September 23, 1969, Secretary Hardin 
directed those responsible lor USDA programs to develop systems for establishing base data 
and for measuring progress from that base so that one could identify the quantity and 
quality of USDA services being delivered to minority groups. To assist the responsible 
officials in carrying out this assignment, guidelines for the collection and evaluation of 
program participation data were developed and issued-as Supplement 1 to Memorandum No. 
l f )62, July 27, 1970. A reprint of this supplement is shown on page hi. 

This report shows the progress or lack of it that USDA agencies with identifiable and 
quantifiable beneficiaries have made in reporting program participation data. 

Participation in an agency’s program is measured by seeking answers to the following 
questions: 

1. Who benefits and how much? 

2. Docs each group of beneficiaries participate in proportion to its percentage of the 
target population? 

The first question may be answered by analyzing program participation data. The second 
question involves an evaluation of the statistical measurement of program participation in 
relation to the number eligible to participate. Where the agency’s reporting system includes 
the target population, as in the case of the Soil Conservation Service, the evaluation is 
greatly simplified. 

In most cases, however, measures of the eligible population must be obtained from 
standard statistical sources such as the censuses of population, agriculture and housing. 
These sources rarely provide data that precisely meet the evaluation requirements and 
therefore, it is usually necessary to u:c a reasonable approximation. 

One of the most important uses of a participation data reporting system for ethnic g r oups 
is to show program managers how they arc progressing in serving ail potential beneficiaries. 
Agencies should use these data to identify trends in minority participation and as the basis 
for making needed adjustments in their programs.

SECRETARY'S MEMORANDUM NO. 1662, SUPPLEMENT 1 



USDA Policy on Civil Rights 



1. PURPOSE . Th *se guidelines are issued to assist program 
Assistant Secretaries and Directors and Agency Administrators in 
carrying out the civil rights evaluation function assigned to them by 
the evaluation section Secretary's Memorandum No. 1662. 

In the development or modification of systems to measure the quantity 
and quality of services being delivered to minority groups through 
programs of USDA, each Agency Head is requested to consult with 
the Civil Rights Evaluation Staff in advance. 

It is suggested that data on minority group participation le evaluated 
within each agency by program managers in examining agency prog- 
ress toward civil rights objectives. 

2. PROCEDURE . Steps to be taken by agencies under the direction 
of the Assistant Secretaries and Directors and with the counsel of 
the Civil Rights Evaluation Staff to assure that USDA programs and 
delivery systems are providing equal opportunity for all potential 
beneficiaries are: 

A. Establish measures of the numbers of minority groups in 
the population eligible to participate in each program. 

These measures may be derived from standard statistical 
sources such as the Censuses of Agriculture and Popula- 
tion and Housing and agency records. 

B. Establish and maintain a system for collecting and re- 
porting racial data on participation in USDA programs. 

The system should obtain racial data on all significant 
aspects of program participation including participation 
in local committees by the persons intended to ultimately 
benefit. Data should be based on reviewable records. 

The system should provide for identification of White, 

Negro or Black, American Indian, Spanish Surname,

Oriental and Other. Records of services to minority 
and majority group people and the extent to which such 
services are rendered across racial lines will be 
included. Racial data and statistics shall be maintained 
under safeguards which will prevent their use for 
discriminatory purposes. 

The system should be designed to obtain racial data for 
all counties in which the program operates, though 
county data may be retained in the Federal agency office 
for reference a« needed. 

C. Periodically within each fiscal year, conduct a statis- 
tical review of each program to evaluate minority group 
pa i ticipation and evaluate extent of conformance to equal 
opportunity objectives and measurable targets. It is 
recognized that the programs of some agencies are less 
susceptible than others to statistical measurement of 
orogram participation by race. However, all agencies 
are expected to exercise ingenuity in exploring aspects 
of their programs or related activities for which the 
development of statistical measures will contribute to 
assuring opportunity for all eligible participants to take 
part in agency programs. 

D. Submit an annual Civil Rights Evaluation Report to the 
Secretary through the Assistant Secretary for Adminis- 
tration on the status and activities of programs and 
statistical systems designed to measure progress in 
meeting civil rights objectives. This report should 
include information on specific actions taken to insure 
that opportunity to participate in Department programs 
is made available to all members of minority groups who 
arc eligible to participate. The report should be sub- 
mitted. as of June 30 each year. However, agencies who 
maintain a calendar year minority participation data 
system may establish a mutually satisfactory alternative 
reporting date with the Civil Rights Evaluation Staff.

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Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service Programs 

The Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service (ASCS) administers Federal 
programs of production adjustment and price support for farm products. These include, 
among others, the wheat, leed grain, and upland cotton programs. Under these programs, 
farmers receive direct payments for crops grown in compliance with acreage restrictions and 
other qualifying rules (see tables 1-3). 1

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Employment 

Nearly 3,000 persons were required to fill all positions in ASCS county offices in 1969. 
Between 1968 and 1969 total net employment increased by eight persons. White 
employment rose by 14 persons, while Negro employment fell by 9 persons (see table 6).

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Committee Elections 



Local administration of ASCS programs is carried out through ASCS State and county 
committees. The State committees are appointed by the Secretary of Agriculture. Members 
of county committees are elected by the chairmen of the community committeemen in the 
county. Community committeemen are elected by farmers who are eligible to participate in 
ASCS programs (see table 7).

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Nutrition Aides Program 

In 1 969, the Cooperative Extension Service expanded its food and nutrition education pro- 
gram. This expansion was designed especially to reach and help those low income or poor fami- 
lies who lack the skills necessary to recognize nutrition needs in making better use of foods. To 
do this work Extension Service has employed more than 7,000 nonprofcssional aides.

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Farmer Cooperative Service Programs 

The Farmer Cooperative Service strengthens the economic position of farmers and rural 
people by improving organization, development, management, and operation of their 
cooperatives. It works directly with cooperative leaders and Federal and State agencies on 
cooperative problems, and publishes research results and educational materials, and issues 
Xcws for Farmer Cooperatives. 

It works to help: 

(1) Farmers get better prices for their products, and reduce operating expenses, 

(2) Ru.al and small town residents to use cooperatives to develop rural resources, 

(3) Rural cooperatives to expand their services and to operate more efficiently, 

(4) People to understand the work of these cooperatives. 

The Farmer Cooperative Service has no field offices. Its work consists of two programs: 
cooperative research and adviso y service, and technical assistance and cooperative 
development. All programs arc designed to help farmers and other people in rural areas 
improve their standard of living through cooperatives. 



DATA ON PARTICIPATION IN FCS PROGRAMS 

In the fall of 1970, FCS approved a compliance review form for use by its personnel who 
provided technical assistance to cooperatives. This form, when properly filled in, will 
provide the following participation data for each assisted cooperative: (1) organizational 
membership by ethnic group and (2) the approximate percentage of the rural population by 
ethnic group in the area served by the organization.

Farmers Home Administration Programs 

The Farmers Home Administration (FHA) administers a technical and management 
assistance credit program through 1,700 county offices in the 50 States, the Virgin Islands, 
and Puerto Rico. Farmers and rural residents who are unable to obtain credit on reasonable 
terms from commercial sources constitute the borrowers that FHA serves. 

In this report loans arc compared for Negroes and others in 16 Southern States, for 
American Indians and others in 26 States, and for Spanish Americans and others in 5 States. 
(See tables 11-27 and figures 1-6.)

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Programs of the Federal Crop Insurance Corporation 

The Federal Crop Insurance Corporation (FCIC) is wholly owned by the Government. It 
provides all-risk insurance protection against crop loss from unavoidable causes such as 
insect and wildlife damage, plant diseases, fire, drought, flood, wind, and other weather 
cc nditions. 

FCIC programs arc developed and analyzed in the Washington headquarters office and are 
administered in the field by four area offices and 24 State offices. (After July 1, 1971, area 
and State offices will be replaced by 14 field centers). Sales and servicing of contracts at the 
county level arc performed by private agents under contractual agreements with the 
corporation and by corporation employees hired on a permanent, part-time, or when 
actually employed basis. During contact a full explanation of the program is made to a 
farmer by an FCIC field man. (See tables 28-33 and figure 7.)

The Forest S rvice (FS) oversees a program that makes timber available free to local 
residents for persona! use. The privilege is regulated thre igh the use of permits granted >o 
local residents for selected cutting of timber in restricted areas by the district forest ranger. 
The market value of the cut timber may not exceed $25 without special approval of the 
regional forester. Periodically public notice is given that allows limited cutting without 
permits by local residents in designated areas.

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Rural Electrification Administration Programs 

The Rural Electrification Administration (REA) makes (1) electrification loans primarily 
to cooperative associations for the purpose of supplying electricity in rural areas and (2) 
telephone loans to private companies and cooperatives for the purpose of extending 
telephone service to rural areas. Borrowers arc i ncou raged to extend service to remaining 
unserved rural people and to operate and maintain facilities to serve the consumers and 
assure security for the Government’s loan. 

REA has no field offices. Relations with borrowers are maintained through offices in 
Washington and a staff of field employees working directly with borrowers. 



DATA ON PARTICIPATION IN REA OPERATIONS 

In 1970, the Rural Electrification Administration developed the following forms for the 
collection of participation data: 

(1) Compliance Report, REA Form 268 

(2) Employment Data, REA Form 15 

The Compliance Report, due in Washington offices by July 31 each year, will yield the 
following data for evaluation: 

a. Total number of subscribers or consumers on June 30 and the approximate 
percentage of persons Bom minority groups. 

b. Number of new consumers or subscribers supplied with telephone or electric service 
this period and the approximate number from minority groups. 

c. The number of cooperative members at the annual meeting during this period and 
the approximate number of members from minority groups present.

Technical assistance includes a wide range of consultative and advisory contacts between 
conservationist and the landowner and operator. It is possible for technical assistance to be 
provided t o noncooperators who have a few acres of land and a single problem that does not 
requirt: extended attention from SCS. These services are included in and undoubiedly inflate 
the figures reported as technical assistance provided to cooperators. (See table 41.)

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Application of SCS Practices 

The success of the SCS program depends on the extent to which practices arc actually 
instituted on farms. A comparison of practices instituted on the farms of Negro and of 
white cooperators could be misleading unless detailed data on types of practices were 
known. At this time, such details are nt\ available. The adoption of even relatively 
inexpensive measures on the farms of low income Negroes may result only Irom numerous 
visits by an SCS conservationist. In contrast, expensive measures may be readily adopted by 
white cooperators who arc aware of the advantages of such measures and can afford them.
